Congress furtherm ore has b efore it 
proposed measures designed to Amer­ 
icanize aliens in this country . 
The 
senate lab or committee, which 
re­ 
cently investigated the steel strike, 
has reported a b ill designed to Amer­ 
icanize aliens through co-operation b y 
the state and federal governments in 
educating foreigners resident in this 
country . 
Senator Keny on, chairman 
of the committee, said, in presenting 
the measure: 
“Give 
these 
illiterate 
aliens 
a 
chance 
to b ecome 
good 
American 
citizens and after tha t if they do not 
do it. they ought to b e compelled to 
leave this country .” 
This is sound doctrine. It works no 
hardship upon any alien of good in 
tent who honestly desires to b ecome 
a true American, or to conform to 
American standards of living. 
But 
the foreigner who comes here ignor­ 
ant of the language of this country ; 
unversed in its 
political doctrines; 
unfamiliar with the true sentiment 
of genuine A mericans—the foreigner 
who thus is alienated, b y his ignor­ 
ance. from the sentim ents and ini 
pulses common to Americans, 
and 
who 
ob stinately refuses 
to Ameri 
canize himself, should b e sent b ack 
to the country whence he came.
